Continuation of 1 1 . The applicant's amendment does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The applicant's amendment only overcomes the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 101 and therefore will be eneterd however, the 35 U.S.C. 102 
rejection still stands and therefore, the applicantion still remains after final. Applicant's arguments regarding 35 U.S.C. 102 are addressed 
below: 

In response to the applicants arguments that Gupta discloses "that user interface can be associated with different annotation sets. 
Through the user interface, a new annotation can be created; query of the annotations can be conducted. They certainly do not teach 
'receiving a selection of the query component,* 'receive an annotation and a request to associate the annotation with the selected query 
component/ and 'storing, on a storage medium, the annotation with a reference to the selected query component' as recited in claim 1," 
the arguments are not found to be persuasive because when the user of Gupta discloses a user selecting an annotation set in order to 
create a new (query) annotation that will automatically belong to that set (See column 2, lines 39-47), which the examiner believes reads 
on claim 1 as written. Claim 1 does not disclose what a "query component" consists of nor what the "request" entails therefore, by a user 
making the selection of the "query annotation", which can be read on a "query component", to associate the annotation with the annotation 
set then the system of Gupta is in fact "receiving a selection of the query component" and "receiving an annotation and a request to 
associate the annotation with the selected query component". Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations 
from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
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
